NUDGE ’EM SLOWLY AND GENTLY! 


Careful Car Handling Is Just a Matter of 
Observing Some Simple, Common-Sense Rules 


OW: would you ‘feel if you had bean awaiting the delivery ofthis 
‘dining set asa birthday, anniversary, or Christmas ‘present for : 


someone in your family? . Not:very happy, ‘probably, . Everyone who 


receives merchandise has the same animosity toward the carrier who’ 


delivers a damaged shipment, whether it is a manufacturer who has 
been awaiting machinery to place in his production line, or the house- 
wife awaiting a new refrigerator or stove for her kitchen. 


The. final bill for rough handling cov- 
ers more than the monetary value of 
the merchandise. It includes strained 
relations with the consumer, the retail 
merchant and the manufacturer who 
originally made the shipment. 

Also included is the cost of repairing 
our own equipment damaged by im- 
proper handling. Approximately 20% 
of all repairs and replacements on 
4reight cars are chargeable to that one 
factor. This not only results in less 
money for other tools, but in loss of 
availability of equipment and further 
unhappiness among our customers when 
we eannot furnish the equipment needed 
for -loading:

A car moving at 4 miles per hour is 
moving at a good fast walk. However, 
speed can be measured even more 
closely. Watch a 40 ft. car passing a 
switch stand, pole or other similar 
stationary object. When the Jeading 
end of the car passes that-object start 
counting the seconds in this manner: 
one hundred and one, one hundred and 
two, etc. until the trailing end of the 
car passes. If the car Passes in less 
than 7 seconds it is moving in excess of 
4 miles per hour.

RECORD SIZE SHIPMENT: A 157,000-pound “packaged” power 


plant, mounted as a single unit on a special low-bed flat car, rolled out of the 
Westinghouse Electric Corporation plant in Sunnyvale Jan. 19, bound for Georgia 
by way of SP. 

It was the largest and heaviest assembly of electrical apparatus ever shipped 
in one piece from the Sunnyvale plant, and it is believed to be the largest single 
piece of equipment ever shipped east by Southern Pacific. Mounted on heavy 
cribbing designed to bear its immense weight and minimize the possibility of 
shifting or twisting during the journey, the 31-foot-long power-making unit stands 
almost 18 feet high on.the car.

Why Those Station 
Numbers Were Changed 


F YOUR work is connected in any 

way with station agencies, maybe 
you've wondered at the change in station 
numbers which recently took place. 
Here's why: It’s because of a new method 
of maintaining freight car records and 
related statistics through the use of ‘In- 
ternational Business Machines. 


Previously, station agencies were num- 
bered: according 10 the distance from 
San Francisco to the mile post nearest 
the station, Letters. were also included 
in. the designation. The new’ station 
designations will show the exact distance 
of- the station “from “the nearest main 
junction ‘point according ‘to the :branch, 
and, will “consist “orily -of ‘figures..: This 


‘ds necessary since the recording ‘machine 
“cards are organized ‘to handle -only five. 
figures “with -no ‘letters.’ The?old station’ * | 
listings ‘ran -up ‘to ‘seven ‘figures ‘and ine 7 
4 veladed, enters." 


For. example: Nogales Station, ‘under | 


the old system, was listed as BAN 1049. 
Now it is recorded as 6766. 


The IBM system of recording infor- 
mation will involve punching of 1,200, 
000 cards monthly. However,-with the 
station designations held to five figures, 
only half of cach card need be used 
each month, resulting in a large saving 
in materials. 


The new recording system will soon 
be tested on Northwestern Pacific lines. 
When all the “bugs” have been ironed 
out it will be put into operation over 
Pacific Lines, probably about June 1. 
The station numbers have been changed 
now so that when the system is instituted 
on Pacific Lines, it ean operate effici- 
ently right from the start, 


“Big Six” Stations 
Set Safety Record 


IG Six Stations—Portland, Los An- 

geles, San Francisco, Sacramento, 
Oakland and Oakland Pier—had only 
eight reportable injuries in 1950 with 
nearly five million man hours of work for 
a totat ratio of under 1.7. LA Freight, 
with over a million man hours, chalked 
up a zero as did Portland, where nearly 
400,000 man hours were worked. These 
Big Six folks really are on the beam! 


The over-all record represents a re- 
duction of about 50 per cent from 1949 
and is the result of consistent Safety 
programs carried out independently ‘at 
each station,

Supervisor Phil Healy, “are without ex-

of their men, and employe committees 
are active in aiding the good work.”

TECHNIQUES TO JUNIOR ACHIEVERS

concerns, 

The fact that SP accounting people 
are eapable of giving high level advice 
to industry should come as no great 
surprise.

ment Program. Established several years

The Junior Achievement Program ‘is 
aimed ‘at instilling in school children 
an appreciation of the American way of 
doing business. Teen-agers from public 
and parochial schools form groups of 
15. Each group, guided by four adults 
{three regular, one. alternate) -decides 
upon a product that they can success- 
fully manufacture and market, They 
elect a president and hoard of directors, 
assign duties, sell stock and go into 
production. Equipment and “factory” 
space is rented in a “business center” 
provided by the Junior Achievement 
Program, financed by subscriptions from 
local firms. 

The three companies sponsored by SP 
and supervised by men in the Account- 
ing Department are typical of groups 
all over the country. They are: “Peer- 
less Products Company,” manufacturers 
of a plastic phone attachment for a note 
pad; “Made-O-Wood Novelties Corp.,” 
which makes wooden building blocks, 
and “Plastico Company,” makers of 
plastic calendar holders. Each company 
sold stock to finance its operations. 

From the money they make from the 
sale of their product the youngsters pay 
themselves wages. Once during the 
school year they hold a stockholders’ 
meeting and declare dividends, if busi- 
ness has warranted it. In Junior Achieve- 
ment companies the members ‘serve si- 
multaneously as directors, workers and 
stockholders. Each member of the com- 
pany must purchase at least one share of 
stock and the remainder is sold to rela- 
tives, friends and neighbers. 

Many of the leading industries of 
the country are backing the Junior 
Achievement Program. In the co 
munities, labor, educational and civic 
groups are giving the benefit of their 
experience to the junior concerns.

Railroaders Get 
Behind Bond Sales 


[SYESTING in Uncle Sam’s Bonds by 
installment buying under the Payroll 
Saving Plan became a payday habit 
with hundreds of thousands of patriotic 
railroad workers during World War IL. 
Following the war, some railroads dis- 
continued the Plan, but most of them 
have reinstated it at the request of the 
Treasury Department. Southern Pacific 
has carried it continuously. 

This brings to 332 the total number 
of railroads, subsidiaries and facilities 
now making the Payroll Saving Plan 
available to employes. They are part 
of the 21,000 American plants and in- 
dustries using the Plan. Over 300,000 
railroad workers are buying United 
States Savings Bonds at the rate of 
more than $5,000,000 worth each month. 

Commenting on this rapid expansion 
of the Treasury’s program in the rail- 
road industry, Vernon L. Clark, Na- 
tional Director of the Savings Bonds 
Division, said: “Railroad managements 
and employes are to be complimented 
for this tangible evidence of their patriot- 
ism and‘ keen interest in the affairs of 
our nation.” 


OPERATING RESULTS 


For the year 1950, Railway Operating 
Revenues of Southern Pacific Trans- 
portation System amounted to $598,262,- 
728, or $60,744,023 more than revenues 
for year 1949. Commencing in March a 
heavier movement of lumber and vari- 
ous other commodities offset the early 
year revenue decline resulting from .ad- 
verse weather conditions. Beginning in 
midyear, the Korean war accelerated all 
business activity with gains in military 
traffic particularly evident. 

During the same period, Railway Oper- 
ating -Expenses were $437,315,363, ‘or 
$12,482,232 more’ than expenses ‘for the 
same 1949 period. 

‘Railway tax accruals, including -$17,- 
040,957 for unemployment insurance and 
Company’s proportion'ef employe retire- 
iment taxes, totaled $76,776,264, or $23,- 
717,620 more: than such accruals for ‘the 


samé ‘period “of "1949." After ‘deducting ‘ 


taxes -and $23,657,679. of net rents for 
use of equipment and joint facilities, 
there was left Net Railway Operating 
Income of $60,513,422, or $20,002,516 
more than ‘Net Railway Operating In- 
come for year 1949, 

Out of Net Railway Operating Income 
and Other Income consisting of -divi- 
dends and interest on securities owned, 
rentals and miscellaneous income, must 
be paid the interest on bonds and equip- 
ment trust notes in the hands of the pub- 
lic, and other fixed charges, before final 
Net Income is determined. For the year 
1950, final result was a Net Income of 
$50,839,062. This was $20,359,416 more 
than the net earnings for year 1949,

“Railroad Hour” 
Popularity Grows 


HE “Railroad Hour,” which is heard 

every Monday night over the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company Network, 
keeps its old friends and makes new 
ones easily, Latest figures of the Nielsen 
Radio Index, the broadcasting industry's 
recognized program-rating service, re- 
veal that during its second fall-winter 
season on the air, the Railroad Hour 
had an average of 15 per cent more 
homes in its audience than it had dur- 
ing its first fall-winter season. Moreover, 
the 1950 summer show had an average 
of 24 per cent more listening homes 
than the 1949 summer program had. 


The increase in the show's audience 
is especially significant in view of the 
fact that eight other musical and five 
other institutional programs decreased 
dn popularity over the same period of 
time, The increase was significant -also 
because ‘of the rapidly growing number 
of television -sets.in -use,

ITH this issue the Bulletin “be- 

gins a new column to be called 
“On Memory Siding.” Under that tithe 
will he printed stories and pictures from 
Bulletins of years gone by. In addition, 
features and pictures submitted by you 
readers that have historic interest will 
be welcomed, 

Since 1913 the Bulletin has chronicled 
the life of Southern Pacific. With the 
beginning of a new column featuring 
excerpts fram past issues it might be 
appropriate to review the history of 
the magazine itself, 

Like many industrial publications, our 
magazine had a humble beginning. One 
of the oldest employe publications on 
the Pacific Coast, it was started in No- 
vember, 1913, not as the gencrously 
illustrated magazine it is today, but as 
a four-page leaflet. Edited by the Bureau 
of News, it contained short news items 
about services and improvements and 
was distributed to traffic employes, who 
were instructed to “File this in Book 2, 
Section 11 of the Tariff File.” Tt was 
published on the 10th, 20th and 30th of 
each month, 


So much interest was shown in the 
publication that circulation rapidly in- 
creased, as did the number of pages. 
Later it was published semi-monthly 


and: was distributed to all employes. It 
grew to 24 pages but retained its origi- 
nal style, except that a few illustrations 
were added, until May, 1919, when it 
blossomed forth with its first- cover 
picture—a reproduction of a Victory 
Liberty Loan poster. 

Apparently this paved the way for a 
publication like you're reading now, 
for in the following month it came off 
the presses as a full-fledged monthly 
magazine, replete with scenic cover 
and a number of illustrations. 

The Bulletin was one of the carly 
magazines to join the Amcrican Railway 
Magazine Editors Association, the first 
industrial editors association in America, 
and with a circulation of over 56,000 it 
is the largest employe magazine in the 
West.

shape for the emergency, every minute 
seems to count. First, then, let’s count 
up some of the ways to save minutcs 
in the kitchen. 

On Cookies and Biscuits. Quickest 
way to make cookies or biscuits is to 
drop the dough by spoonfuls onto a big 
cookie sheet and bake as usual. If you 
haven’t a big cookie pan or baking 
sheet, now’s the time to get one! And 
if you haven’t a good recipe for drop 
cookies, just write us. We have some 
dandics! 


Save Time When Broiling, Too. 
Washing the broiler takes more time 
than washing a skillet. Why not use 
the skillet, ‘then, when broiling 3 or 4 
hamburgers or chops? Heat skillet on 
top of range; sprinkle bottom of skillet 
with salt; put in the meat and let it 
brown -quickly on the bottom, Do not 
turn meat.. Instead, turn..on broiler 
and slide skillet under -broiler to brown 
top of meat.:A big iron-skillet or smal] 
griddle works best. Do not use one 
with a wooden handle! 

When roasting a-chicken, why take 
time to stuff and tie it): Roast it -un- 
stufled—no it won't ‘cave in! ‘Bake the 
stuffing separately—either ina -baking 


dish or in little “balls” on a cookie 
sheet. (After chicken comes out, turn up 
heat to 400 degrees and bake the “balls” 
30 minutes. Or, bake the dish of stuffing 
right along with the meat.)

In a 
roaster spread a layer of diced raw 
vegetables—a mixture such as carrots, 
celery, turnips, onion, green pepper and 
tomato, On this Jay the cooked tongue 
‘and ‘pour in some of the water.in which 
the tongue was cooked (enough almost 
to cover the vegetables). Season with 
salt and pepper, cover roaster, and bake 
in a slow oven (325 degrees) about 2 
hours. When done, take up'tongue and 
yegetables and thicken the -gravyy with 
flour. Place tongue.on platter and ar- 
tange vegetables areund it.” 


Mrs. Parsons says, too, “We enjoy the 
page written for the SP Family. I always 
save it:to file with my other favorite 
recipes.” 


Another cook book goes to Mrs. M. 
E. Daly of San Francisco for her “Sur- 
prise Stuffed Party Rolls.” Here’s her 
recipe: 


Stuffed Party Rolls 


Grind (or grate coarsely) 6 hard- 
cooked eggs, % a bell pepper, and 
lb. sharp cheese. Add a small can of 
chopped olives, a small amount of 
chopped pimiento, and a small (8-oz.) 
can of tomato hot sauce. Season with 
salt and pepper and mix well. 

Pack the above mixture into hollowed- 
out hot-dog buns. Wrap cach roll sep- 
arately in waxed paper, twisting the 
ends. Keep in -refrigerator until half 
an ‘hour before serving, then heat in a 
350 degree oven 20 to 30 minutes. Makes 
about 14 dozen well-filled rolls, Won- 
derful with coffee!
